The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Referring to claims 1, 21, 22, 27-29: 

In light of the submitted certified English translation for each of the Japanese priority 
documents predated the November 20, 2001 filing date of Suzuki, the Suzuki reference is 
removed as prior art against the application. 

After updating search, the examiner admit that the prior art fails to disclose that the head 
driving apparatus comprising a bias power source, which applies a bias voltage having a 
predetermined potential to the common electrode of each piezoelectric element. Therefore, the 
claimed invention is not disclosed by the cited prior art. 

The remaining claims are allowed because they depend directly/indirectly on claim 1 or 

22.
